The atata court prison, PRAHA-PANKRAC , ia located at coordinate* VR 
596461 in PRAHA (Sheet 3953/3W, PRAHA VEST, Scale 1|25,000, AMS Series M «72, 
Second Editiok). Thia priaon waa built in tha lata nineteen thlrtiea, Source 
knew of no construction at tha priaon since WVH« A layout sketch of tha prison 
could not be provided as Source vaa not familiar with tha entire complex of tha 
prison, ; 
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! This prison ia directly subordinate to the Ciech Ministry of Interior*. 
The internal administration of the prison ia handled by the STP (state a so rat polios 
The strength) of the polio e personnel at the prison wsa not known to Source. 



a. Number and Types of Prisoners i When Source began serving his 
sentence at (Subject prison on 20 Jul 63, it was occupied by 2,500 convicts. When 
Source was released on 11 Aug 64, the number of prisoners had increased to 3,000 
convicts. «o pre-trial prisoners were hold at this prison. Fifty percent of the 
prisoners vdre political prisoners while the remainder had bean sentenced for such 
criminal offenses as rape, indecent assault, theft, burglary, bodily injury and 
Ban slaughter. Prisoners aonvioted for criminal offenses were sentenced to between 
five and 2$ years imprisonment. With very f aw exceptions, sentences Imposed on 
political prisoners ranged from ten years to life terse. Only about one percent of 
the prisoners were female. Relations between the political and criminal prisoners 
were poor. : 

b. Billeting of Prisoners! Convicts are billeted In n cross- shaped, brick 
building which has a normal capacity for 2,000 prisoners. The majority of 
prisoners are billeted in the so-called dormitory cells whioh hold 45 to -TO 
prisoners aloh. About 50 single cells located in the basement of the prison are 
used for solitary confinement. Political and criminal offenders were not separated 
while Sourof was there. In the Spring of 1964 and until Source left the prison, 

the cells wf re all overcrowded by about thirty percent. 



, All convicts wear cast-off C tech/ A ray uniforms with red stripes 
running dowh the sides of both arms end both legs. Food issued to prisoners 
working out tide of the prison was sufficient, since they always received an addit- 
ional hot alsal each day at their place of work* The food for prisoners who had 
positions op duties within the prison wee insufficient and of extremely poor quell tj 
As long as Source was imprisoned at this prison ha and the other prisoners never 
received anpr fresh vegetables or fruits and only on a very few occasions did they 
ever reaeivb fat or meat and then only in very small quantities.

The prison has its own small hospital whioh has approx 50 beds. The 
hospital it also operated by the state smoret police. Three physicians and one 
dentist art permanently on duty there.

ad Type of Worki Approximately 80 percent of the convicts work outside o. 
the prison ion the construction of new settlements in the vicinity of PRAHA. They 
work three | shifts daily, eight hours a shift. Source was working in the so-called 
foreigner* t section of the prison. Thia section vae cob posed of 46 politlosl 
prisoners who worked mostly on translations. The translation section made 
translations of books, newspapers and also of technical and scientific periodicals 
(English, french, Czech, Russian, Polish and Oerman). Information on the condition 1 
under which those who worked outside of the prison labored could not be given by 
Source. 

b* Prisoner's Pay i Theoretically, prisoners working Inside the prison 
area are pfld 800 Krona a month, but normally they only receive about 10 percent 
of this sun. The remainder vae kept by the prison administration for some unknown 
reason. Tps payment received by prisoners working on outside jobs was unknown to 
Source. * 
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i Prison ora were entitled to borrow two books a month from the prison 

library * No rieuspapere were available at the library* Every two weeks a movie was 
shown and it \jas generally of Cxech origin and had an anti-Western these*

the prison area is entirely surrounded by a oonarete wall, foes 1 meters 
high, that is i topped with broken glass* Inside the prison area Is a barbed wire 
fence, three deters high and topped with four strands of barbed wire that bead 
inward. There is four meter wide spaoe between the oonerete wall and the barbed 
wire fence a&4 it Is called the "some of fire 1 , which means that prisoners found 
within this area are immediately fired upon without a warning shot* During tha 
hours of darkl ess, the entire prison area is highly illuminated by -floodlights that 
are installed side by sido on the Inside of the oonerete exterior wall and by 
additional floodlights dispersed at strategic locations within the prison area* The 
total number > f guards assigned to the prison was unknown to Source*
